Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen, LL.D, 


In 1830 Mr. Frelinghuysen was elected a Vice- 
President of the American Bible Society, and on the 
2d of April, 1846, he was unanimously chosen its 
President. 

He was born in Somerset County, New Jersey, 
March 27, 1787. He was prepared for collegé by 
the celebrated Dr. Robert Finley, and graduated 
from Princeton in 1804. Among his classmates were 
the Hon. Samuel L. Southard and Joseph R. Inger- 
soll. He prosecuted his legal studies in the office of 
the Hon. and distinguished Richard Stockton, until 
admitted to practice in 1808, being then twenty-one 
years old. He established himself in Newark, where 
he married Miss Charlotte Mercer, a lady of great 


~ “gyace and intelligence. This happy union continued 


for évéf forty years, when his affectionate companion 
was taken to her heavenly home. They were never 
blessed with children. His brilliant imagination, 
accurate legal knowledge, fine declamation, strong 
reasoning powers, with stern adherence to the right, 
soon made him the most popular advocate in East- 
ern New Jersey. 

In the year 1817 Mr. Frelinghuysen was appoint- 
ed atiorney-general of New Jersey. This was then 
an office of great care and responsibility. After two 
re-appointments, he resigned in 1829, to take his 
seat in the Senate of the United States from New 
Jersey. At that period the body was composed of 
the most eminent statesmen: Webster, Clay, Cal- 
houn, Wright,. Dallas, Rives, Tazewell, Preston, 
Forsyth, Poindexter, Edward Livingston, Bibb, 
Benton, &c., &c. Most of these had been cabinet 
officers or foreign ministers. Mr. Frelinghuysen 
spoke with great effect and ability upon the few 
prominent questions.that were considered by the Uni- 


ted States Senate. In his language there was a 
classical finish, with a certain seriousness, which 
secured the attention of his hearers in a manner sel- 
dom surpassed. 

After his senatorial term he returned to the prac- 
tice of his profession at Newark, and was welcomed 
with open arms by his fellow-eitizens. While thus 
engaged he was unanimously chosen chancellor of the 
University of the city of New York, when he remoy- 
ed thither in 1839, entering at once with great energy 
upon its academic duties. The students revered 
him, and his influence upon the institution was of 
the most favourable kind. Here, too, in our com- 
mercial metropolis, the centre of philanthropic and 
religious movements, his usefulness was not confined 
to the halls of the university, but warmly embraced 
other associations. . 

While thus honourably employed, he received the 
nomination for the vice-presidency of the United 
States, on the same ticket with Henry Clay, in the 
year 1844. He had withdrawn, as he supposed, 
from the troubled arena of political life, but after 
prayerful consideration he accepted the honour con- 
ferred upon him by the national whig convention. 
Messrs, Polk and Dallas, however, of the democratic 
party, gained the election. Mr. Frelinghuysen, 
never very sanguine of success, was but little disap- 


pointed at the result. 


Feeling the weight of increasing years, in the 
summer of 1850 he resigned the chancellorship of the 
university, and withdrawing from the noise and bus- 
tle of our great city, accepted the presidency of Rut- 
gers College. He removed to New Brunswick—his 
last remove on the earth—and on the 24th of July 
was inducted into office. His inaugural coneluded 
with a touching reference to his return to the scenes 
of his youthful days. ‘‘It is,” he said, “a matter ot 
grateful interest that the revolutions of time have 
conducted my footsteps, in the evening of life’s pil 
grimage, to the cherished spot where its morning 
began.” . Happy in the service of this institution, 
and sutrounded by the friends of his youth, here he 
continued to the end of life. The students increased, 
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its funds augmented, and the college obtained a 
higher reputation than ever. 

Thus honourably and with great usefulness pass- 
ed the last years of Mr. Frelinghuysen’s life, until 
the 12th of April, 1862, when his pilgrimage ended. 
When dying, he was asked by a kind watching 
friend: “Is it peace with you now?” and he an- 
swered, “All peace; more than ever before,” and 
then soon expired. ‘Behold the upright, for the 
end of that man is peace.’ 

His death produced a deep sensation. The pall 
was borne by the governor, chancellor, chief justice 
of the State, the president of the college of New Jer- 
sey, with twelve other distinguished citizens. The 
venerable Dr. De Witt pronounced the funeral ad- 
dress with a feeling emotion, which pervaded the 
whole large assembly. The flags were half-mast, 
plaees of business closed, and the bells of the 
churches were tolled ;,and beneath the last beams 
of the departing sun the mortal remains of Theodore 
Frelinghuysen were committed to the tomb, where 
so many former presidents and professors at New 
Brunswick now lie sleeping in the Lord. 

It is hardly necessary to dwell upon the excellent 
traits, and noble, useful character of Theodore Fre- 
linghuysen, as he has been a “ living epistle” among 
us of all the Christian virtues and graces. Few men 
were more humble and unassuming. He never 
struggled for pre-eminence. His civil honours and 
religious distinctions were unsolicited. He was most 
eminently a man of prayer, and could say with the 
pious Psalmist, “‘ Evening, and morning, and at noon, 
will I pray.’”’? This disposition was intimately con- 
nected with his study of the Scriptures, which was 
not to solve theological disputes, but to promote his 
own personal growth in grace. It was his habit 
after dinner to take the Bible, with a little manual 
of prayer, and spend half an hour or more in search- 
ing the sacred pages. Hence, doubtless, his uniform 
spiritual-mindedness. Congressional life is well 
known to be unfriendly to a pure Christian charac- 
ter, but Mr. Frelinghuysen, Governor Briggs, and 
others, when in the national councils, established 
the ‘‘ Congressional prayer-meeting’’ weekly, and he 
left Washington the same exemplary Christian that 
he entered it. 

During forty-five years he was a follower of 
Christ, and for the most time an elder in the church, 
and as such very useful in visiting the sorrowful, 
sick, and dying. Mr. Frelinghuysen engaged with 
energy in every good work. He was a superintend- 
ent of a Sabbath-school, and when a United States 
senator regularly taught a class. He frequently de- 
clared that he thought this employment was more 
truly honourable than his high position in the na- 
tional Congress. His charities were numerous and 
liberal, and it has been beautifully said of him: 
‘When the ear heard him, then it-blessed him; and 
when the eye saw him, it gave witness to him; be- 
cause he delivered the poor that cried, and the fa- 
therless, and him that had none to help him. The 
blessing of him that was ready to perish came upon 
him: and he caused the widow’s heart to sing for 
joy.” What a heavenly eulogy ! 

During sixteen years he was presiding officer of 
the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions. He continued a life-long interest in that 
most important enterprise, African colonization, con- 
tributing largely to its funds and advocating its 
claims. For six years Mr. Frelinghuysen—from 


1842 to ’48—discharged the duties of the presidency 
of the American Tract Society, and his heartfelt in- 
terest in this work continued to the end of his life. 
He early became identified with the temperance re- 
form ; a vice-president of the Temperance Union, 
and chairman of its executive committee. His 
speeches in favour of total abstinence, from the halls 
of Congress to the humblest village, were almost 
innumerable. He was a temperance man from 
principle, and no speaker was more acceptable to the 
important cause. His serious earnestness, the beauty 
of his voice, and firmness of his soul, can never be 
forgotten. 

Mr. Frelinghuysen’s life was lengthened beyond 
the ordinary limit, but throughout it was that of a 
“ good man, and just.” His name was familiar and 
beloved to all God’s people in our land, for he was 
a leader of his sacramental host. 


He was President of the American Bible Society 
from the 2d of April, 1846, to the time of his death, 
which occurred on the 12ih of April, 1862—a period 
of about sixteen years.—[Ebs. 


Colportage on the Nile. 

We have received the following interesting letter 
from our Agent in the Levant, dated October 23d, 
1863, giving an account of the labours of a Bible 
distributer on the Nile, who is employed under au- 
thority from this Society : 


My pear Simr:—I am at last able to report, in 
part, in regard to the labours of the colporiteur upon 
the Nile. The occasion of the long delay was the 
loss of a letter written several months since, giving 
a description of the boat, the colporteur, and the 
work done up to that time. 

I have to-day received a letter from Rev. Mr. 
Hogg, of Cairo, under date of October 5th, in which 
he refers to the lost letter, and gives some items of 
deep interest. He speaks of the boat as just what is 
needed for the work of constant colportage in Egypt. 
Its cost was £70 sterling, of which £50 were given 
by friends in Alexandria and £20 by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. It has been named the_ 
“Morning Star,’’ and our trust is that “to*many 
now sitting in darkness the Lord will make her a 
harbinger of a coming day of glory.” The follow- 
ing extracts from the letter just received will give 
ra a good idea of the work done since the first of 

flay : 

“ May 9th—Mr. Lansing, accompanied by Awad, 
our most skilful colporteur, left in the ‘Morning 
Star,’ last week, on a visit to the great annual fair 
held near Mansurah, a town 109 miles north of 
Cairo, on the eastern branch of the Nile, known as 
the Fair of Sitt Gamiyaneh. As there is a general 
concourse of Cops from all quarters of Egypt during 
the fair, opportunities are afforded of diffusing and 
preaching the Word such as are not met with else- 
where or at any other season. Mr, L. writes that 
while on the way down to Mansurah, Awad had sold 
books for 300 piasters ($10) to a few Christians in 
one village, and for 350 piasters in four hours in 
another. May the Lord grant them.similar suecess 
all the time! The Coptic patriarch, it is said, will 
be present at the fair, and he may perhaps attempt 
to interfere with their work; but the great Head of 
the Church will also be there, and therefore we will 
not fear,

V+ “snally in twénty-four villages, but virtually in two, 
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“ June 17th —The ‘ Morning Star’ returned from 
her first voyage on the 27th of May. The sales 
during the one month she had been absent were 359 
volumes, chiefly of Scriptures ; the proceeds amount- 
ing to 3,500 piasters (over $90). The sales in the 
Cairo depot, the past month, were 412 volumes, for 
$85. Making a total (exclusive of sales in Alex- 
dria) of 771 volumes, at an average of twenty-three 
cents per volume. 

“The Coptic patriarch and the bishop of Cairo 
were both present at the annual fair held at Sitt 
Gamiyaneh while Awad was there. The presence 
of these high dignitaries seemed to deter the people 
from buying books. So Awad, with his usual tact, 
hit upon a plan which put him under the patronage 
of both patriarch and bishop, and emptied his book- 
stall ina very few hours. The plan he adopted was 
this : He called upon the patriarch, and asked him, 
“Ts it true that you have forbidden the people to buy 
the Scriptures?’ ‘God forbid that I should be guilty 
of such a thing! who told you that I had done so ?” 
“The people all seem to think so, for they are all 
afraid to buy books because your holiness is here.’ 
‘Why, on the contrary, I wish them all to buy Bi- 
bles, and I often tell them so. ‘But they won’t be- 
lieve it. Why don’t you buy a Bible yourself, and 
then they will see that you mean what you say ?” 
‘What do you sell them at?’ ‘Eighteen piasters,’ 
‘Well, give me one. Come, brother bishop, won’t 
you buy one too?’ Of course the master had to fol- 
low the example of his superior, and so did the 
priests, and so did the people, until Awad’s stock of 
Bibles, Testaments, and Psalms was all disposed 
of, and he had to write to Cairo for a fresh 
supply. 

‘6 On the 9th of June the ‘ Morning Star’ left for 
Damietta with a fresh supply of books. Abdullah, 
our other colporteur (who has always accompanied 
Mr. Lansing and myself on our mission tours in 
Upper Egypt), who goes with her on this trip, in- 
tends visiting, inter alia, several villages and towns 
on the coast of Méez which have never been visited 
by any of us, and which are said to be inhabited al- 
most solely by Coptic Christians. May the entrance 
of the Word give light; and the appearance of the 
‘Morning Star’? be to many the harbinger of the 
rising of the ‘better sun’ with healing in his beams! 
Abdullah returned from this latter tour on the 18th 
of July. The number of volumes disposed of—nom- 


viz., Mansurah and Mit Ghamer— were 603. The 
proceeds of sales were 3,500 piasters (over $90). 
He spent ten days at Mansurah, on his way down 
to Damietta, and ten on his way back, and was 
greatly delighted at what he saw there of the eager- 
ness of the people to hear the Word. The deck of 
the little Nile boat was covered over with ‘squatters’ 
every afternoon from two o’clock until dark—priests, 
scribes, and young men, chiefly Copts. They would 
hardly consent to his leaving them, and almost ex- 
torted a promise from him that he would return and 
open a bookshop in Mansurah. Few of the Copts 
at other places visited by him could read. In Da- 
mietta itself he only sold one small book! 

“On the 4th of August the ‘Morning Star’ left 
with a large stock of books—suflicient to last for six 
months—on an extensive tour throughout the towns 
and villages of Upper Egypt. It will be some months 
ere she returns, and then (D. V.) I trast to be able to 
forward you the details of the tour.”

Another missionary writes from Cairo, under date 
of October 6th: 

“The work is going on very quietly, but the good 
seed is taking root and many are coming to the knowl- 
edge of the truth. Bible distribution is doing much 
for Egypt. It is astonishing how much the silent 
Word is effecting where the voice of the teacher 
eannot be heard. Colporteur work and our bright 
little ‘ Morning Star’ are also accomplishing much 
in seeking cut in the ‘ byplaces’ so many who have 
never had any one to care for their souls. Oh how 
many agents and teachers, to say nothing of mis- 
sionaries, might be employed in this needy land, if 
they could only be obtained! Our Sabbath services 
here are solemn and impressive, and a good congre- 
gation is in attendance. Our schools are doing well. 
A few have come out on the Lord’s side, and others 
are, we believe, in the good way. Ob for plentiful 
showers of divine grace upon these young and tender 
hearts!” 

These statements require no comment from me,

INCIDENTS OF BIBLE DISTRIBUTION. 

We have received from an esteemed missionary in 
China the following pleasing facts, showing that the 
distribution of Scriptures in China is not lost labour. 
We are constantly hoping to see a larger work done 
in that immense empire : 

Some time since, two of our native helpers visited 
Ing Hoh, a place sixty miles southwest of Fuh Chau. 
While they were talking to the people and distrib- 
uting books, many of the residents brought out the 
Gospels and other books that had been left with them 
on a former visit. They were evidently preserved 
with care, and brother Jong Mi noticed with pleas- 
ure that in many cases the paper covers had been 
taken off and stouter ones of cloth and pasteboard 
substituted. Once, while he was exhorting the peo- 
ple to take good care of the books, they stopped him, 
saying they did not understand him. “Do you mean 
to say there is any danger of our destroying printed 
books ?””? They affirmed that they never would do 
that, and the books they brought out furnished good 
evidence of the truthfulness of their assertion. There 
is much encouragement in placing the Scriptures in 
the hands of such people. 

A month since, in company with Bro. Martin, I 
visited Lieng King and Lo Nyung. We sold, while 
we were gone, 600 copies of the different Gospels, 
We asked only a nominal price, but 
enough, we thought, to seeure good care of the books 
on the part of those who bought them. At the lat- 
ter place we found a very large number of Roman 
Catholics. They were most eager to purchase the 
books; and after we had sold a large number, peo- 
ple would come to the inn where we were stopping 
and ask for particular books. The Epistle to the 
Romans was especially in demand. The title seemed 
to captivate these people, who doubtless were well 
acquainted with the name of Rome. They were 
anxious to know the difference between the “ Jesus’ 
doctrine” and the “Lord of heaven’s doctrine,” as 
Romanism is called. We had the pleasure of point- 
ing out to some in private the errors of their system, 
while in publie we avoided discussion, and trusted 
to the cireulation of the Word among these followers 
of a corrupt system of Christianity to lead them into 
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the light. Our books were all sold sixteen hours be- 
fore we left the place, and many applications made 
for more after they were all gone. There must yet 
be a great conflict between Romanism and Protest- 
ant Christianity in China; and what weapon, in 
such a contest, can be equal to the Word of God ? 

I intend sending you by Bro. Binkley, who will 
soon sail for America with his family, a copy of each 
of our Scripture publications. By the way, he has 
been a faithful distributer of the Word, having last 
winter visited twenty-five villages, and distributed 
2,300 copies of different Gospels.

American Bible Society. 

The stated meeting of the Managers was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday the 7th 
inst., at half-past three, P. M.; Francis Hall, Esq., 
in the chair. 

The Rev. Mr. Mingens read a part of the 119th 
Psalm, and offered prayer. 

Three new auxiliaries were recognised: two in 
Nebraska and one in New York. 

Interesting communications were received from 
Rev. Levi Thorn, of North Carolina, returning 
thanks for a large grant of books to that State ; from 
Rey. Amos Herring, Monrovia, in regard to Bible 
work in Liberia, and requesting books ; from Rev. 
Wm. Goodfellow, Buenos Ayres, with favourable 
accounts of openings for Bible distribution, and in 
regard to appointing distributers; from. Rev. D. 
Vrooman, Canton, and Rev. 8. L. Baldwin, Fuh 
Chau, in regard to an agency in China, the latter 
sending financial account and statements as to the 
number of books printed, distributed, or on hand; 
Rev. Jacob Chamberlain, Nadialla, India, relating fur- 
ther progress in his Bible tour; from Rev. E. P. Hast- 
ings, Jaffna, Ceylon, in regard to distribution, and 
sending the journal of Mr. Backus, the colporteur ; 
from Rey. H. Ballentine, secretary of the Mahrattas 
Mission, India, asking permission and funds to print 
the Marathi Testament with references ; and from 
Rev. Dr. Anderson, secretary of the American Board, 
in relation to the same subject; from Rev. I. G. 
Bliss, Constantinople, stating improved condition of 
his health, with an account of a recent Bible tour, 
and other things relative io his agency. 

Grants of books were made to a very large amount, 
in various languages, to Agents, chaplains in the 
army, to the National Freedmen’s Association, 
American Missionary Association, Missionary So- 
ciety of the Protestant Episcopal Church, to the 
American Seamen’s Friend Society, to the Chris- 
tian Commission, to the Evangelical Society of Paris 
for distribution on Spain, to auxiliary societies, for 
distribution at Buenos Ayres, with numerous smaller 
grants, including six volumes in raised letters for 


the Blind. The entire number of volumes—Bibles, 
Testaments, and portions of the Bible—granted was 
123,910. They were in various languages—Eng- 
lish, French, German, Spanish, and Danish. 

Grants in money were made to the amount of 
$12,670 22. 

The printing in India of the Marathi Testament 
with references was authorized, and the appoint- 
ment of a colporteur in Buenos Ayres. An Agent 
was appointed for Colorado and New Mexico. 

The Rev. Mr. Mingens addressed the Board in a 
very forcible and satisfactory manner, on the work 
of Bible distribution in the army. 

Altogether it was a most important meeting. 

The receipts for December were $52,622 41 ; 
issues, 103,652 volumes.

The Army at Washington. 

Nearly 18,000 volumes were granted by the Board 
at its last meeting, to the Washipgion City Bible 
Society. From their application we select these 
statements: ‘‘ The army is now settled for the win- 
ter, and many of the men are destitute of Testa- 
ments. Mr. Cole, the field agent of the Christian 
Commission, is anxious to have them supplied with- 
out delay. We would require, independent of the 
army of the Potomac, at least 10,000 for the hospi- 
tals, forts, quartermasters’ men, and for thousands 
passing through the city on their way to the army; 
also for Lookout prisoners, Potomac Flotilla, Camp 
Convalescent, Dismounted Camp, &e., and can con- 
tinue to furnish, just as well as heretofore, the army 
of the Potomac. We have now many ealls for 
pocket Bibles, which, in our judgment, it would 
be well to grant. Those comprising the Invalid 
corps, quartered as guards in and around.the city, 
and those in forts, can keep a Bible, and many of 
them will use them well. There are also many 
Bible classes organized for the regular study of the 
Scriptures, one at Camp Convalescent numbers 
from sixty to seventy men. Some hospital chaplains 
have also good Bible classes at some forts. We 
shall doubtless require about 15,000 more Testa- 
ments within a month.’

Rev. A. Peck, an aged and faithful advocate of 
the Bible cause, and for many years a distributing 
agent of the Bible Society in Central New York, 
writes us from Cortland a brief and exceedingly in- 
teresting account of his labours in the last named 
capacity, from which we see that he has visited in 
all 87,637 families with the sacred Scriptures in his 
hands ; that he found among these 6,254 families 
which were without the Scriptures ; and that he had 
the pleasure of giving this blessed Book to 5,574 of 
those whom he found destitute.

_ Bible Operations in Ohio, 

The success of the Bible cause in this great State 
during the past year has been truly gratifying. 
The total receipts for this object were $51,763 54; 
which is an increase over those of the year previous, 
of $23,345 24. The whole number of Bibles and 
Testaments sent into the State from the Bible 
House in New York was 112,981. 


Summary of the Monthly Labours of the Agents of the 
American Bible Society. 

During the month of November, 1863, twenty-six 
Agents report that they have visited ninety-six aux- 
iliaries and Bible committees; attended 287 Bible 
meetings, and delivered 267 addresses on the Bible 
cause. They have collected in the same period 
$11,682 36; remitted to the Parent Society 
$11,183 60; paid into auxiliaries $504 97, and 
obtained additional subscriptions of $2,674 70. 

They have organized three auxiliaries, and eleven 
branch societies. 

Hundreds of destitute families and individuals 
have been supplied with the Word of God by the 
Agents personally, and thousands of soldiers under 
their supervision. Amid all the inclement weather, 
and the many hindrances arising from the state of 
the country, our Agents kept steadily at work, with 
good success, and with fair prospects for another 


>.» ) year of increasing Bible work. We bespeak the 


 “gynepashiy, prayers, and cordial co-operation of the 
friends of the Cause for these{brethren. Their trials, 
difficulties, hindrances, and even the personal dan- 
gers to which some of them have been exposed on 
the frontier, and in regions occupied by the armies 
and by guerrillas, would make a monthly chapter of 
incidents, which might surprise many who know 
little of a Bible agent’s life.

Reports of Agents. 

Mr. Guin, of Ruope Istanp, says: “ During 
the past month I have visited the encampment of 
coloured men in Providence, and have supplied one 
hundred and fifty soldiers, who could read, with the 
New Testament. I have also thoroughly visited the 
military hospital at Portsmouth Grove. There is a 
large number of sick and wounded soldiers there, and 
I have had the pleasure of giving the Scriptures to 
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one hundred and six of “them, all of whom received 
the gift with evident gratitude.” 

Mr. Brownson, of Eastern New York, states 
that the amount received for the Bible cause during 
the past year, in the county of Dutchess, was 
$2,700 95, being about $500 above that which was 
received during the year previous. 

Mr. Starter, our Prorestant Episcopan AGENT, 
says: ‘‘I find that the interest in the Bible work is 
in no degree abated. The simple story of what we 
are doing is the most effective argument in favour 
of our Cause. Christians only want to see some ex- 
hibition of the power of God’s Word, and they are 
ready and thankful to give the means to earry it 
forward.” : 

Dr. Hartsnorn, of Eastern Onto, writes: “It 
is to me a most comforting thought, that the good we 
may do in prosecuting this blessed Bible work is not 
circumscribed by the narrow and mercenary bounda- 
ries of dollars and cents, but that we may sow the 
divine seed beside all waters, and incite others, also, 
to engage in this labour of love. In all my work I 
have found nothing so encouraging—not even the 
liberality of the contributions to this object—as ‘the 
testimony from living lips, falling like heavenly 
beams upon my pathway, to the efficacy of the 
Word, given it may be by a strange hand, upon the 
consciences and the hearts of men. I have met with 
not a few instances in which sinners have in this 
way been led to Christ; and they seem as if sent to 
inspire me with new zeal, faith, and gratitude.” 

Mr. Wricut, of Missouri, relates the following 
incident: ‘‘ A sick soldier at Jefferson Barracks asked 
me for a Bible, and showed me the one that belonged 
to his wife previous to their marriage. It had been 
his bosom companion on several battlefields; had 
often been wet, and was sadly torn and defaced. 
Holding it up before me, he said: ‘I love to read this 
holy Book ten times better than I did when my wife 
put it in my knapsack. If I feel lonely, I go by my- 
self, read a chapter, kneel down and pray, and all 
becomes bright again. Iam sure that if I had not 
loved Jesus I should not have lived to get away from 
Vicksburg.’ ”’ 

Mr. Apams, of Minnesora, says: ‘ Most of the 
societies in my field, which I have visited during the 
past month, have been very seriously affected by the 
war; a very large number of the officers and lead- 
ing patrons of them having enlisted in the army. In 
some places it is difficult to find suitable persons to 
act as officers of these societies, and yet, through the 
increased liberality of those who are still at home, 
the offerings for the Bible cause have been, on the 
whole, quite large,”

Dear Sir :-—Having accepted the Superintendency 
of Education in the ‘‘ Department of the South,” in- 
eluding South Carolina, Georgia, and Florida, under 
the auspices of the “ National Freedman’s Relief 
Association,” I am now inaugurating some system 
for my schools. 

I have about fifty teachers regularly employed, 
beside many more occasionally. Some three or four 
thousand, I judge, are taught with considerable reg- 
ularity. Most of them have commenced a little 
plain and easy reading. Their interest is great and 
progress fair. 

Iam deeply impressed that just now is the time 
with them, if they ever become citizens and Chris- 
tians, to bring their minds in contact with plain re- 
ligious truth. And how can we do this more ef- 
fectually, than to introduce the New Testament as a 
text-book for daily reading ? 

These coloured people, old and young, are very 
ambitious to be able to read the Bible. Many aspire 
to no more in letters. Let the type be of good size ; 
otherwise, let it be a leaf, as it will be soon soiled. 
But it will be glorious seed sown! | 

Through these children, the parents are learning 
to read; and thus the Bible will reach them. As 
yet scarcely one of them is seen with a Bible or 
Testament. But now they begin, to clamour for 
“something to read;” and they will soon find it— 
good or bad. : 

To my mind there is not one open door on the 
round earth, where your noble Society can do so 
much good as just in this way. I submit it to you; 
no reader you can find, will “thumb” your books 
like these new readers, who may be seen in groups 


and squads in the streets, roads, and on plantations, 
with their school books, reading to one another.

BALTIMORE, Md., December 1, 1863. 
To the Board of the American Bible Society: 

Dear Sirs :—At the personal request of Governor 
Vance, of North Carolina, I obtained permission of 
Mr. Seddon, in Richmond, to visit Baltimore and 
New York, to obtain Bibles and Testaments for the 
North Carolina troops. Can I obtain from your So- 


ciety a large supply? If you could possibly make a 
contribution, it would be thankfully received. Per- 
haps you could contribute part, and I could purchase 
part. I am appointed by the North Carolina Army 
Colportage Society to solicit of you a contribution, 
and also to purchase. I have no money. Cotton 
can be forwarded to City Point or the neighbourhood 
of Newbern, provided you could obtain permission 
from the Federal government to take it aboard the 
flag of truce boat for Fortress Monroe. If you can- 
not obtain such permission, the cotton could be de- 
posited at any place in North Carolina, and be re- 
ligiously held for the Society. The dearth of the 
Word of God in the South makes the hearts of Chris- 
tians ache. Almost every copy of the New Testa- 
ment that could be found in private houses, in the 
Sunday school libraries, and all that have been 
printed in the South, are but as a drop to the bucket. 
I would like to forward to North Carolina 75,000 
Testaments and 25,000 Bibles—some pocket Bibles, 
and others, cheap ones of a larger size. 

I will mention ex-Governor Swain, ex-Governor 
Graham, Judge Battle, and Governor Vance, together 
with the Board of Army Colportage, as those who 
beg you to carry your Christian and magnanimous - 
liberality as far as prudence will allow. Please an- 
swer as soon as convenient.

Bible Tour in India, 
NO. Il. 

Cora Cota, HYDERABAD, August 3d, 1863. 

My pear Brotuer :—I expect to come to a place, 
in a few days, where letters can be mailed, and ac- 
cording to my promise in my last, [will endeavour 
to have a letter ready to forward you. My last was 
finished at Nundial, in the Kurnool district. Shail 
I take up the thread of my narrative, and bring it 
on to the present time by giving you extracts from 
my journal? 

Calwa, Kurnool District, July 21, 1863.—We left 
Nundial yesterday (Monday) morning, and came on 
a short stage of ten miles to Paneum. There we 
preached and distributed books as usual, and started 
on at five A. M. to-day for this place, sixteen miles. 
At half past four P. M. we walked to the town of Cal- 
wa, which is not on the road, but three miles from the 
bungalow. We found it quite a large town, and 
dividing ourselves up into parties, preached in three 
places. Our books were gladly received. We did 
not get back to the bungalow till after dark. We 
hope to get off at three A. M. for Kurnool, where we 
shall stop a few days. 

Kurnool, July 23.—This morning I was prevent- 
ed from going out to preach, by the Episcopal ehap- 
lain, who had heard of my arrival, calling to ask 
me to his house. He is a thoroughly evangelical 
man, and most deeply interested in missionary work, 
In the afternoon, however, we went into the very 
heart of the town, and took our stand in the most 
public place, and preached to a promiscuous crowd 
of about two hundred to two hundred and fifty hea- 
then and Mohammedans. ‘ 

Thursday, July 30th.—I have been kept here a 
whole week by the rain, which has poured in tor- 
rents. We have not, however, been idle, but have 
been preaching and distributing books daily in the 
town and surrounding villages, 

Kurnool is a strange old city, chiefly of Saraceniec 


architecture. It was formerly the residence of the 
“Nawabs of Kurnool,’”’ who figured extensively in 
olden times. Their palace is still standing. The 
town is two-thirds Mohammedan, and is filled with 
mosques, some of them far the finest I have ever 
seen. When we first came I was quite at a loss to 
know what to do. The Mohammedans are so in- 
tolerant that we almost feared violence if we at- 
tempted to preach in the streets; and yet we were 
not willing to keep still and not “warn the wicked 
of his way.’”? We determined, however, to rely on 
Him who said, “Lo, I am with you,” and do our 
duty, and we have been blessed in it. On Sabbath 
I held, by invitation, a Telugu service in the 
English church, at which some fifty natives were 
present. 

Nothing could be kinder than the treatment we 
have received from the pious English people of Kur- 
nool, who offered to do anything in their power to 
assist us in our undertaking for the good of the 
hitherto neglected people of Hyderabad. Kurnool 
is the residence of quite a number of civil and mili- 
tary officers. 

I have met here also several officers, gentlemen 
of refined taste and polished manners, keen, acute, 
sarcastic, and apparently mortal enemies to the 
Bible and holy things. One of these attacked me 
one evening at a dinner party to which I was invit- 
ed in order to give some account of our proposed 
tour. And after he had received several home 
thrusts in reply to his attacks on the Bible and mis- 
sionary. operations, he said, ‘‘ Well, I suppose you 
know best about the policy of putting your own 
head into the noose by going up among the barbar- 
ous hordes of Hyderabad, who would like nothing 
better than cutting your throat. I hope you have 
insured your life”? “T have,” said I. “Ah”? 
““Yes,”’ said I, “in the office of Him who said, ‘ Lo, 
I am with you alway, even unto the end of the 
world;’ and ‘Leave thy fatherless children, I will 
preserve them alive; and-let thy widows trust in 
me ;’ and I doubt whether you, Colonel H . with 
all your worldly wisdom, can point to a society that 
gives better security, or pays better dividends.” 

We have started on this tour, taking the ninety- 
first Psalm for our insurance policy, and we do not 
feel at all anxious about the result. 

Yapdérla, Hyderabad, Saturday, P.M, Aug. 1.— 
Mr. Porter reached us at Kurnool, on Thursday, at 
one, P.M. [had determined to start that night if 
he did not come, and my carts were waiting, 

The first thing to do on leaving Kurnool was to 
cross the Toongaboodra river. This we fownd to be 
no small task. The river was very high and turbid, 
and the current so swift, that we were taken a mile 
down in crossing the river, which is only three quar- 
ters of a mile wide. We were so tired, by the 
time we reached Undelli, and it was so late, 
that I put my cot in a dirty native rest-house, 
or kind of verandah, on the side of the street, 
and went to sleep as soon as possible, making a 


‘royal dinner, supper, and breakfast all together at 


half-past five o’clock this morning. At six o’clock 
we went into the street and preached to an atten- 
tive audience of perhaps seventy-five or eighty per- 
sons. The colporteurs were meantime selling Gos- 
pels and tracts in the other streets, and by half-past 
seven, A. M., we were again on the move. Four 
miles farther on we came to a walled town called 
Takaséla, the walls and all the houses built of 
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granite. 
ers, as I had cantered on. I, however, rode into the 
town, reminding one of Ruth iv. 1-3. It gave me 
a fine opportunity of addressing them, which I im- 
proved to the best of my abilities. It was one of the 
most “select audiences’? I remember to have ad- 
dressed, chiefly Brahmins, and they carried on quite 
a spirited conversation with me for half an hour on 
the merits of Christianity. 

Four miles farther on we came to the banks of 
the Kishia. We had even more trouble in getting 
across this than we did in crossing the Toongaboodra, 
so that although we reached the bank of the river 
by ten, A.M., we did not get everything over till 
three, P.M. Yapérla is the town situated on 
the north side of the river, at the ferry. We found 
the people here very polite and eager for books, so 
that we had sold eighty Gospels and tracts by sun- 
down ; and now we are just going on nire miles to 
Vencatapooran where there is a bungalow, and where 
we are to spend the Sabbath. 

Monday, P. M., August 3, Cota Cota—It was 
late Saturday evening before we got into Vencata- 
pooran. I did not go out Sabbath morning to preach, 
but the helpers went out, after we had had our own 
services in the bungalow, to several villages near, 
preaching and selling books. We do not like to sell 
books on Sunday; but what can we do? We have 
found that if we offer to give them in this region, 
the people will think there is some underhand work 
going on, and will not touch them. The natives’ 
idea of “nothing for nothing” is so strongly seated 
that they will not even have anything to do with us if 
we offer to give the books; and after our once 
making that offer, they will not even buy. Taka- 
séla, where I stopped on Saturday, is an instance to 
the point. There, as I was in haste, I did not wish 
to stop to sell, so I offered to give a book to each 
person who could read. They took the alarm, and 
not a book could I get rid of. We have usually 
confined ourselves to giving gospels and tracts on 
Sunday. But that would not work here, so we held 
a ‘council of war’? Sunday morning, and concluded 
to sell; and the helpers were able to dispose of 
nearly 100 Gospels and tracts during the day. At 
four, P. M., Souri, the catechist, and I went into the 
bazaar street of the town (a small town), and 
preached to an exceedingly attentive assembly of 

ome eighty persons. After we had both preached 
hem, and ‘answered some questions, we came 
away. About sundown, however, Souri sauntered 
back into the street, and a group of people assembled 
about him at once, asking him, ‘“ Sir, who is this 
Jesus Christ you tell about, and where did he live ? 
and who are Christians? Tell us some more about 
Him, and about this new way of getting rid of sin. 
We never heard such strange things before.” ,They 
made him sit down, and all sat down closely about 
him, and listened most eagerly as he explained more 
perfectly the way of salvation. The chief question- 
ers, those in fact who asked him to sit down, and 
sat with him, were Brahmins, from whom we usu- 
ally experience so much opposition. When he rose 
at eight P. M., to come away, they begged him to 
stay and tell them more. 

To-day we started on at daylight. Three miles 
from the bungalow we came to the village of Pebére. 
Fwo colporteurs stopped here, and I came on half 
an hour later and joined them. I found that they 
were just selling the last of the books they had 


I was in advance of the bandies and help- | brought, and the people wanted more. 


f I had seven 
in my saddle bags, and they were soon gone. We 
preached to them, and they wanted more books, and 
finally deputed three or four of their number to come 
on with us till we overtook the bandies, which had 
gone on in advance, while we had stopped, and buy 
more books. I mounted my pony and cantered on 
to overhaul the bandies and stop them. By the 
time I had gone a mile I saw a splendid horse fol- 
low me, and I found that its rider was a kind of 
petty rajah, who had heard meantime of our books, 
and mounted his horse, and cantered on over two 
miles to the bandies to buy. He bought a whole 
Telugu Bible and eight or ten other books, and the 
others who came on bought also a number. We 
stopped in Malapilly and Nartéri on the road, and 
reached this place, Cota Cota, about eleven, A. M. 
We have just returned from preaching in the streets 
here. There are so many Mohammedans in this 
town that we did not have a very agreeable time, 
but still we spoke the truth with boldness, and it 
was attentively listened to by many. Our sales to- 
day have amounted to about 150 in all. 

Janumpelt, August 4, Tuesday Evening —We 
heard last night that it was market day here to-day, 
and so came on the whole distance, twenty miles, 
this morning, to make the most of it. We visited 
one town and four villages on the way, and reached 
this place about noon. The people were already 
assembling from fifty villages, or perhaps one hun- 
dred, to buy and sell. The colporteurs took their 
place in the bazaar street and sold all the afternoon, 
while Souri and myself went to the travellers’ bun- 
galow and preached, and sold books to a number of 
groups who came there. At half-past five, P. M., 
we went to the bazaar, and people at once com- 
menced asking us to explain the meaning of the 
books they had been buying. This showed that 
they were interested in them, and gave us the best 
possible chance for preaching, which we gladly im- 
proved, until the darkness gathered thick about us. 
Our sales for the day footed at 215 books.

The Bible in Bithynia, 
CONSTANTINOPLE, November 30, 1863. 

My prar Sir:—In my letter to-day I must tell 
you of a short vacation I have had this month On 
the last day of October, “the powers that be” in 
the “Levant Agency’? granted me a furlough of 
nine days. The conditions imposed were, that Con- 
stantinople should be exchanged for Bithynia, the 
office desk for the saddle, the confinement of the 
Bible magazine for mountain breezes, my bed for a 
board, and a week of roughing it “on bread and 
cheese and dirt.’’? These conditions being accepted, 
our good missionary brother at Nicomedia agreed to 
see the thing put through in the most approved 
“q-la Turk’ style. 

The first day’s journey takes us to Nicomedia, 
eight hours by steam, The “log book” for the day 
reports—Morning : dense fog; eaptain stormy ; chil- 
dren recovering from small pox lying around on the 
deck. Noon: sky clear, sea smooth ; furnace No, 2 
broken; steam one third usual amount; engineer 
hopeful ; children with small pox asleep. 

The second morning is such an one as November 
not unfrequently borrows from September, for the 
special benefit of friends starting on a journey. At 
an early hour we take a small row boat and cross 
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the Gulf of Nicomedia. Landing on the opposite 
shore, we find our horses, ‘a-la-Turk,’” not there. 
We wait, “a-la-Turk,” until they come. At eight 
o’clock we are all mounted, ready for a rapid jour- 
ney through a part of the Yalava and Nice districts. 
The loveliest of autumnal scenery greets us kindly 
as we pass along. Every turn of the path, each hill- 
side, reach of valley, and view of mountain, distant 
and near, presents a new and rich scene. ‘The col- 
ouring of the foliage is very gorgeous, exhibiting all 
varieties of shading, from scarlet to carnation, from 
deep yellow toa pale. fawn. A couple of hours pass, 
and we are in a gorge hung on either side with the 
richest autumnal beauty. We are on the high road 
to Nice, over which, ages ago, kings, princes, empe- 
rors, and bishops, with their long retinue of follow- 
ers, passed. As we press on, our thoughts are with 
the past—the glory, the power, the decay of em- 
pires. Seven hours are soon gone, and a little after 
three o’clock, P. M., we reach a large Armenian 
town, and here we propose to spend the night. We 
dismount at the new coffee shop. The look is in- 
viting, for it is only half finished, giving reason to 
believe that the crowd of regular occupants is not 
large. The welcome, too, is quite hearty from our 
host and a half dozen Turks and Armenians, regal- 
ing themselves with their coffee and nargileh. Our 
arrival being announced to the farthest end of the 
town, young men and boys come and look at us. 
The strong men of middle life and aged men with 
staff in hand also come and give us a friendly salu- 
tation. 

We show our Bibles and Testaments, hoping that 
the desire to know the way of life will lead some of 
the company to purchase. Those who can read ea- 
gerly take a copy to examine. After reading a lit- 
tle and talking more, one after another comes and 
puts his book back. A copy of the Psalms is miss- 
ing. We search, but cannot find it. “It is stolen,” 
says one of the company, ‘‘and the thief is gone.” 
Our prayers for this poor people, our talks with 
them, and our offering them the Word of Life, re- 
sult, so far as we can see, only in calling forth some 
expression in regard to our books as good and cheap, 
and in getting rid of a single copy of the Psalms, 
against which we write, ‘‘ stolen.” 

Four hours pass, and our company leaye one by 
one, until none but weary travellers remain. Our 
host throws up the wooden shutters to the windows, 
bids us lock our door against rum-wishing intruders, 
and with a “good night”? leaves us to ourselves and 
goes to his home in another part of the village. We 
put down our saddlebags for a pillow, spread our 
shawl and coverlet, and give ourselves to hard re- 
flections and sleep—when it comes. 

The third morning finds us on our way at early 
dawn, We arrive at the next town as the inhabit- 
ants begin to move abroad. We greet all that ap- 
proach us with the morning salutation, and offer 
them God’s Word. None wish it, though all con- 
fess that our books are good. We feed our horses, 
and take our morning meal in the chill air on a rude 
seat outside of the coffee shop. Again we plead 
with a few souls for God and heaven. But alas! 
our words have little apparent effect upon men 
drilled in superstition and wickedness by selfish, un- 
scrupulous priests, All treat us politely, but, un- 
persuaded, they one after another leave us and go 
to their work. We also mount our horses, and pass 
on to another large village. As we approach the 
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town, the sound of music and dancing and the firing 
of guns tell us that it is a festive season. Our 
hearts sink within us at what we hear and see, as 
we ride along the streets to the coffee shop. Drunk- 
enness, profanity, idleness, and bigotry abound, and 
leave no room for truth, or God, or salvation. With 
hearts burdened we seek the open fields, and ask 
from the Father of all good that these degraded sons 
of men may be so blessed that they shall soon know 
the way of life. 

Again we mount our horses, and are soon at an- 
other village. Here our reception is hearty from 
men, women, and children. All the men we meet 
have the Bible, and those who have it not are ab- 
sent in their fields and on the mountains, and we 
cannot hope to see any of them at this busy season. 
After a short conversation with our friends, urging 
them not to neglect nor fail io give heed to the 
Word of Life in their hand, we leave them and go 
on our way up the mountain, the beauty of which 
was so great seen from the distance. It is a pleas- 
ant pathway. Up, up we press, the prospect grow- 
ing more and more extensive. At the summit we 
stop, and survey with keen relish the panorama be- 
fore us. On the north appear a part of the Gulf of 
Nicomedia, the Prince’s Islands, and Constantinople 
in the distance ; to the west, the mountains of Rou- 
melia and the placid Marmora; on the south, Mount 
Olympus and the Lake of Nice. 

This feast of beauty and glory finished, we press 
down the other side of the mountain into the valley 
below, and before sundown we are at Chengiler, one 
of the largest Armenian towns in this district. The 
look of the town indicates enterprise and thrift. We 
dismount from our horses at the large coffee shop, 
and find it full of men, noisy and excited over what 
they regard the unjust decisions of a Turkish pasha, 
who has recently been on a tour of inspection through 
this region. Not fanecying the smoke and noise of 
the coffee shop, I take a seat on a railing outside, 
and begin my observations. Soon Brother Parsons 
comes to my help. “ Yonder is a fishmonger.” “He 
has a Bible.’ “That little merchant just below 
him: “he has a Bible and nearly all our books.” 
“ That chorbagee coming up the street on the right :” 
“his influence is in the right direction; he bought 
a Bible not long since.’”’ I went over to the tailor’s 
shop on the left. On a little shelf I saw a copy of 
the large reference Armenian Bible, well thumbed 
and badly worn from constant use. Soon the loud 
clatter from the board bell is heard, and from every 
direction men, women, and children hurry to the 
church service. I follow with the rest, Alas! the 
more than a score of Bibles in this town have but 
just begun their work. Superstition and bigoiry still 
remain a heavy incubus upon this great company 
of ignorant worshippers. The service over, I walk 
leisurely to the altar. The officiating priests take 
and give the evening salutation, and listen respect- 
fully to the words my conscience bids me speak in 
love. As I leave the church, two young men timidly 


‘approach to inquire about the Scriptures we have 


for sale. At the head of the street quite a company 
of young men gather, and with two exceptions give 
a candid hearing, until quite dark, te what I say of 
the Bible as the only book that reveals the way of 
salvation. In the evening, for two hours we exhibit 
our wares, but with no success. At eight o’clock, 
weary and sore, we seek repose on the “board”? 
promised. Sleep refuses to come to our relief; and 
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we turn over and think, and turn back and think, 
now of the poor soldiers in our native land warring 
for the right, and now of the rebels warring for the 
wrong, and now of rebels against God and truth all 
around us in this fair land. The morning comes at 
last, and we prepare to take our departure ; and yet 
we linger and wait, unwilling to leave the place 
without disposing of some of our books. Brother 
Parsons at length announces the sale of one ‘book, 
then another, and another, until six are gone: but 
they are all tract primers. Do not be faithless, for 
these are the “ John the Baptists,” the “forerunners”? 
of the Bible in this dark land.
